sooner than expected or anyone desires. . i 


. STORM WARNINGS 
HE TERRIFIC toll taken by the storm last week in cattle and 
sheep, the full effect of which is perhaps: not yet fully realized, 
causes one to wonder what could or should be done to prevent 
recurrences in the future. . In California the authorities broadcast 
warnings to the fruit-growers there telling them when it is going to 
be cold enough to take steps to prevent damage to the fruit crops. 
The farmers then get busy and with smudges, fires and other con- 
trivances manage to maintain @ temperature in the orchards which 
prevents damage unless the frost be too severe. The service is 
rendered by the meteorglogical bureau. hens : 
We have such a meteorological bureau operating — in 
Canada to-day in connection with the trans-Canada air service, 
~ and we are told it is efficient. lf this bureau can tell airmen hours 
ahead-of time what the weather will be, or is like at a given, point 
at a given time, why cannot the service be extended to give warn- 
ings over. the radio to ranchers and others who have property to 
protect? Surely the Government can make arrangements to have 
this done. — It. has control over both the meteorological and radio 
services. 

lf farmers and ranchers had received only one hours 
notice, much of the damage suffered could have been prevented, but, 
of course, if a mere matter of 10,000 dead cattle and sheep is of 
no great moment, nothing more need be said. With due respect 
we submit that this is a suggestion which the Livestock Association 
ought to take up at once, and arrangements made, whereby, during 
the.
